OF ASTROLOGY 


CHAPTER ONE

HE history of astrology has been extensively discussed in many 
books and on many websites over the years, so this chapter is going 

to be a cursory look, and one that focuses on the impact of the Western 
Esoteric Tradition by and large. It has been around for over two thousand 
ars now, and because of this, there is a lot of rich and subtle history to 
plore. Often times what is glossed over is the fact that astrology has 
ome of age part and parcel to magick in general. Thi 


fact that soften 
mes neglected by both astrologers and magicians, even though many im- 
portant individuals over the centuries were very familiar with both sub- 
jects. By combining the use of both, you tap into a centuries old tradition 
written between the lines of western spirituality 
There is also an important point to know before we jump ahead to an 

cient history. In a broad sense, studying the cycles of points in the sky and 
secking meaning has been around for approximately 32,000 years, as has. 
been proven through archacology- Basic (I call them this instead of ‘prim: 
itive.’) people have been studying the sky and interpreting what their 
‘movements meant since time immemorial. However, for the purpose of 
this text, we are going to look at the more recent ancient history, with the 
influential Mesopotamian, ancient Egyptian, and ancient Greco-Roman, 
Svilizations and cultures. Underlying the entire development ofthe planet 
has been an interest in the night sky, stars, and what they really mean, and

ANCIENT MESOPOTAMIA 


ero of the story of astrology is the culture of the ancient 
point for early development. From Mesopotamia we get a few astrological 
‘nits that have survived to the modern era. The fin trait is that during 
those times astrology was relegated specifically to the priest class of cit 
‘ens. The reason for this was because they saw the knowledge of astrology 
asa way to know the minds of the gods. We can then sce that this opens 
the door for astrology to be used in very manipulative ways, for example 
to control the people by sccurutely predicting natural and social events 
"This also tells us hat a major use of astrology in those times was o divine 
theunknown. This continues to this day asm sure we base witnessed. 
* The second trit hat has been carried forward is the natal chart o or. 
‘scope itself. The fist chat done fora person came from this society and 
time. Before then, the stars were consulted from a perspective of divina 
tion, but eventually astrology evolved to focus on specific individual. 
While this was a much later application of astrology, itis worth noting that 
it originated from this culture. The first natal horoscope that has been rec 
forded came from here, and that really set a precedent for what was to 
‘ome, Natal charts are now a mainstay of astrology, and it is difficult to 
find «branch of astrology that doesn't use them. There area few other 
‘characteristics that they contributed to astrology that are still in use, but 
these ate more specific io astrology, and nuanced at that. Mesopotamian 
astrology gave astrology and astrotheology structure, and it is through 
structure that everything passes in order to be horn. 

We should also remember that thas only been since the 1850's that we 
have truly learned anything about the people and culture ofthat time. The 
uneform tables that contain astrological information from that period 
are fil recent in the grand scheme of things and thas even been within 
the last century or so that ‘entire collections of tablets have heen discovered 


and translated, This tell us that there sot about this civilization and 
culture we still do not know. We knew same things about them from what 
we have of theirs. We know that the idea of an urban environment comes 
from them, aswell asa large piece ofthe astrologicl puzzle. We know that 
a lot ofthe deities that were common in their pantheons influenced the. 
Grecks and other cultures due to the trade routes that passed through Bab- 
lon va the Sik Road, We also know that they were extensively connected 
"o Egyptian and Indian cultures. We can infer from this that those three 
«lures strongly influenced eachother fora period of approximately one 
thousand years, and if we take a critical ook at each one, we can see com- 

onaities with the other two 

‘Over the decades there have been major successes with the translation 
‘of ancient Mesopotamian cuneiform tables, but there have also been 
many incorrect, or at last partially correct, interpretation a well. Some 
interpretations have been extremely liberal in their translations, while 
many other interpretations have been very liberal and conservative. This 
sot worth paying a lot of attention to for our reasons here, but it should 
ie hept in mind when you research this material on sour own. As always, 

ink fr yourself, question everything. What is believed to be true today 
may be disproven tomorrow. Because ofthis, when studying the Mesopo- 
tamian culture, t is wise to focus on the principles rather than a lot ofthe 
detailed particulars. You can fel free to focus on those details as wel if 
they are part of your spiritual paradigm though, bu this is entirely up to

There you have the major planetary correspondences for the planets 
and divided among specific pantheons. While the whole geographic region 
isknown as Mesopotamia, the above correspondences reflect that individ- 
ual empires within that region. This is worth noting because this isnot true 
in ancient Egypt. Ancient Egypt, which is the other major root of astrol 
ogy, does not share this concept. Instead, what they have is a dynastic ap- 
proach, where the same deities were worked with over an extended period 
‘of time. In the case of Mesopotamia, oftentimes deities from previous be- 
lief systems were demonized or absorbed. This absorption was also com- 
‘mon in ancient Egypt too, but not to the degree of ancient Mesopotamia. 
This factoid is worth paying attention to because both places are the true 
yarces of astrology in the western world 


ANCIENT EGYPT 


‘The other major root of astrology is found in ancient Egypt. However, 
what they contributed to astrology is very different than the roots that are 
found in Mesopotamia. Interestingly though, the two go together quite 
nicely to form a fairly complete system for their times and cultures. Cos- 
logy and theology, commonly called “astrotheology,” played a large 
role in the development of astrology in ancient Egypt. Both spirituality and 
‘observation intertwined in a detailed and unique way. Detailed Egyptian 
records have survived intact throughout the centuries much like the baked 
clay tablets from Mesopotamia, but they remained a mystery until the dis-

several years and are commonly found in "New Age" venues. These wrt 
ings generally focus on aliens and beings from other dimensions, and have 
the same underlying message as the other writings, which is simply that 
there isa strong connection berween Siius and Me here on Earth. 

When Siris rose, it was time of festival, which kicked o ive sacred 
days in the Egyptian calendar. These five days are known as the Epagom- 
nal Days, and they are considered the birth days of some of the deities, 
knownas Neters, Day I-BithofOsrs, ay 2: Binh of Horus, Day 3: Birth 
f Set Day 4: Birth of sis, Day : Birth of Nephthys. These were consi 
‘red five additional days that occurred in the "time between time," as i 
were Realizically speaking, these five days were added to the calendar be. 
cause the Egyptian astrologers knew that the Sun didn't go around the Sun. 
Án s three hndredsity day cycle, which would be a perfect circle! They 
added these days in to compensate for the fact that the Earth's orbit 
around the Sun wasn't perfectly circular. This adjustment also occurred 
When those particular deities rose to prominence, especially their creation 
story. 

The second point to know is that the three seasons mentioned above al 
focused on the cyele of the Nik. The Nile was, and is, central to lie in 
Exypt hasbeen this way or centuries, and even though iris desert now, 
‘nthe past the Nile valley was fertile and sh. When the change in climat 
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‘occurred the Egyptian empire was affected as well, which eventually laid 
the groundwork for occupation and decline. Each season was separated 
into four months, and each month consisted of three, en day weeks, for a 
total f iiy days per month. We can see that these roots alvo support our 
modern calendar system to a large extent. 
Third, ancient Egypt gave us what would evolve into planetary hours. 
This takes some explanation though, but itis very important to the scope 
‘of the book, and to individual practice for those that want to take things 
decper. The basic theory is that a day can be broken down into smaller 
intervals. The way the Egyptians approached this can be found in one of 
heir stories having to do with the Sun god Ra. While the Sun is out during 
the day time, Ra is said tobe traveling across the sky, and when the Sun is 
down and its night, he is said to be traveling through the underworld, Set 
‘out in front of Ra’s boat slaying the creatures that are threats to him and 
those on the solar barque. 


PLANETARY HOURS 


There are three different ways to calculate planetary hours, and here we 
will take a closer look at each one, Basically they are all the same, but there 
are subtle differences, and they can lead to calculation, but they ae al 
base on the Qabala, While one could argue, based on history, that this 
isn't necessarily true, but the Qabala has become the skeleton of the West- 
em Esoteric tradition. In the case of planetary hours though, things line 
wp. 

‘The traditional principle is that the numbering ofthe hours is based on 
the farthest planet out from the Earth, moving in to the closest, so this is 
‘Satur, Jupiter, Mars, Sol, Venus, Mercury, and Luna. This is also ofthe 
planets in the Qalula, regardless of whether it is the nightside ofthe tree, 
‘othe standard Otz Chim that most people know. On a practical level this 
means that the first hour of each day corresponds to Saturn. So, for exam- 
ple, when the Sun s in Taurus, the rst hour f the day would correspond 
to Saturn, As you can see, this adds a greater depth of detail to not only 
magick, but life in general. From there, the procession would be in the 
planetary order listed above. 
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‘Theft ay cleat he planetary ous of aty siren day eto 
caste tem ed on n our schedule So for example our umber one 
used on either sunset from the night before or beginning at dawn of the 
given day, would correspond to Sturm. This is an easy rule of thumb to 
‘remember, nd keepin mind that when you “run out of planets,” vou just 
begin back at Satur again, and repeat until the day is done. 

There is another vay to calculate these time periods though, and onc 
that is more exacting. This one does require tools of the modern world 
though, sobe prepared to have your digital tools st hand f ou have access 
to digital tools, then take the total number of minutes of sunlight the day 
has, and divide by siny, because there ae sity minutes in an hour. You 
sill begin your caleulation for the first hour ofthe day beginning with Sat 
‘um, but now you might arrive at a ime period that is not exactly an hour. 
may be fifty minqtes,it may bea itle over an hour. As a side tangent of 
this method, you can take a twenty-four hour day, which corresponds to 
one thousand four hundred and forty minutes, and divide i by twelve. This. 
number gives you down-t-the-minute breakdown for the day. No matter 
‘what method you use though, keep in mind that all begins with the planet 
‘Saturn, and movesin from there. 

Planetary hours is not technical direct descendant from ancient 
Egypt, but we can see how they are influenced by ancient Egypt. The an 
‘cient Egyptians broke time down into increments similar to these, but they 
were approximately forty minutes long, whereas modern measure of time 
willbe longer. This is one of the ways that the ancient Egyptian roots have 
continued into the modem times.

Thus dis period was the lying ofthe 
foundation for what would become the modern world. 
‘This wasa time of great philosophical and mathematical advancements 
which would spread through Rome to the rest of Europe and beyond. Even 
>4y, students arc encouraged to study Greek Philosophy. This was also 
c time that astrology really came together from disparaging roots as men- 
ioned shove. Thee is stil a branch of astrology out there thats Hellenis- 
i asa matter of fact, and they work with style of astrology thats speci 
ically related to that time period. Yes, astrology did grow and mature from 
there, but that maturation process owes ts roots to this period of time 
Asa matter of fact, this evolution of astrology lasted for severa centu- 
ries until he ninh century, when Muslims made the next major contibu- 
tion to this royal science. Yes, this may seem surprising to some, but the 
fact of the matter s that Muslims contributed quite a bit to astrology, 
mathematics, and many other facets of what would become western soci 
«ty ding this time. In short, they picked up where the Hellenistic period 
left off, They contributed the next level of evolution of astrology, and their 
contributions stayed in place for several centuries. Practically speaking, 
their contributions went unmatched until the Renaissance, and while there 
were major contributors ín the meantime, it was only during the Renas- 
sance that things got taken to the next level 
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ards hard sciences at that point, the subjects of astrology and alchemy 
inucd in occult Circles for centuries to come, which eventually led to 
a resurgence which we will discuss in a moment. 

Astrology and other arcane arts were relegated to the shadows for the 
next several centuries, and while there were other additions and advance- 
‘ments to them, they more or less stayed the same until the time of the oc: 
cult revival of the 


teenth century, specifically what was occurring in 
England and France. To summarize, there was a major occult revival oc- 
curring and this led to where things are to thí very day. It was during this 
‘ime at he Russian mystic seeker Helena Petrovna Blavatsky was devel- 
oping her system of Theosophy, Eliphas Levi was prolifically writing in 
France, and Great Britain was in the aftermath of the release of Francis 
Barrett's book "The Magus,” in addition to Scottish Rite Freemasonry 
and Rosicrucianism spreading through the whole of Europe and ultimately 
influencing the Hermetic Order of the Golden Dawn, among other quasi- 
masonic occult organizations. 
It was during this time period that the foundation was laid for what we 
w today. It was through those various streams that astrology stayed in 
he mass consciousness. Astrology got a big advancement at the beginning 
‘of the twentieth century though, from an unlikely source. Astrology was 
largely influenced y the infantile soft science of psychology that was being 
formulated in the carly twentieth century. What began at that time was a 
blending ofthe two that has continued to this day. lt is now common prac- 
tice for astrologers to also be educated in psychology in some form or an- 
‘other. This allows a greater depth and understanding of both subjects 
when this occurs, but t takes away from the factual, occult roots of astrol- 
ony 
With the beginning of the twenty-first century, we are starting to see 
an evolutionary shift in astrology. Because of the explosion of technology 
and the interaction provided by the Interne, the diffusion of innovation is 
‘occurring on a faster and faster pace. There are many different branches 
‘of astrology now, and it is fairy easy to find a community for whatever 
specialty you may feel drawn to. The next logical evolution of astro 
and by extension occultism, is to mend the rift between these two classi 
cally intertwined arts. This is where astrology stands today, and in a larger. 
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Now hat ou havea bsc knosledge ofthe history of astrology, you 
can see bow iere occum and astrology are, and bow the inf

However, they are also not generic, 
‘Father they have particular manifestations associated with them that reveal 
their character, Usually this is discussed in occultism and astrology as the 
planets being identified with particular deities over the centuries, For ex- 
ample, the planet Mercury usually brings manifestations that are in line

Anyway, let us tum our attention o the planets themselves, creative chr. 
actersthat they ar. In traditional numbering fashion, we'll begin with Sat 
wm and work our way in from there, Saturn is the most well-known planet 
f Left Hand Path deities, as many authors have written about the corre- 
nes between the planet Saturn and the concept ofthe devil over 
fes centuries. This includes Eliphas Levi, Aleister Crowley, Ken 
neth Grant, and so many authors since then. Traditionally, Satur corre- 
sponds to Set, Satan, Shaian, the devil from Christian lore, Typhon, 
Apophis, and of course Ssturn. 
Asirelogically speaking, Saturn is the planet of lessons, limitations, 
boundries, justice, karma, teaching, an lessons I also corresponds to 
in things related to old age and the aging process. It was the farthest 
stout from our perspective on Earth without the use of telescopes, so

It is easy to see how this planet gets a bad reputation, and asa matter of 
fact, it is known as the “Greater Malefi" in many astrological circles. 
Many people on the planet today don’t like facing these lifc lessons and 
testa, which contributes to how this planet manifests in life. simple rule 
of thumb to remember when dealing with Saturn and Saturine entities is 

t "Saturn takes away when you're young, and rewards when you're 
ld.” The essence of Saturn is restriction and constriction, and it would 
be wise to remember this when you're working with beings that corre- 
spond to Saturn. 

If we put Saturn through an occult lens, we can also see how it is the 
planet of initiations. This comes to us from the perspective and identity of 
‘Set, who gocs out in front of Ras solar barque to defeat Ape. Whenever 
a Saturn cycle occurs in our life, which is roughly every seven years, we 
‘ill go through an initiation of sorts.

Next up is the planet of rulership, Jupiter. As you can tell just from that 
‘tle alone, all things related to being a ruler correspond to Jupiter. Jupiter 
isthe largest planet in the solar system, and it is scientifically believed it 
was supposed to be the twin Sun along with the one we currently have. 
This also tells us how large ofa role it plays to the planets past the asteroid 
it Recent scientific studies have also confirmed that it acts like a shield 
arth absorbing or deflecting many asteroids, comets, and meteors that 
kd otherwise hit us. In this way Jupiter's title of "The Greater Be- 
nefic” that has been around for centuries is validated, 

Astrologiclly, Jupiter corresponds to all of those things and many 
morc. lt also corresponds o living a large life, the expansion of conscious 
ness, philosophy, spirituality, and good fortune. Wherever Jupiter is in 
your chart, you may have a tendency to be expansive, whereas wherever 
Satur isin your chart, you may have a tendency to be restricted or cor 
stricted in some way. 

This should make it obvious how much working with Jupiter is a prior. 
ity to lot of people. After all, it is the most beneficial planet to look at 
‘when wanting to know good fortune, Because of all this, Jupiter is mostly 
‘known as a prosperous planet, and that is the function that most people 
look at when working with Jupiter. However, a traditional correspondence.

Something important to realize is that the houses are NOT mutually 
exclusive there are planets in a house, they will probably make aspects 
other planets inthe sume house or in other houses. When this occurs, it 
tellus that both houses will e active in various ways during various times 
in general through the course of life. Another point to consider is that 
houses that share the same elements are related, too. For example, the 
three earth houses in the natural zodiac are the second, sixth, and tenth. 
The second is commonly known as the house of money, the sith is the 
day to day work routine, which can produce money, and the tenth is, 
among other things, the occupation and the career, which can produce 
‘money. While I single out earth houses here, sou can apply this kind of 
nected thinking with the rest of the elements and their houses, If that 
scems 109 much at first, feel free to pur it off for the moment. However, 
this also means that elemental compatibility will be the same in all the 
houses of the same element. In the above example, all three of the 
“money” houses will have challenges if the element of fire is present in

The correspondences are as follows: East-Air, South-Fire, 
West-Water, and North-Earth. While this isthe case today, it has not a 
ways been that way. In ancient Egypt there was a different association sy 
tem present, and a few other ancient culture had different correspond 
‘ences as well. Elemental compatibility can be seen through opposing di- 
rections. Thus, Air and Water are opposite, as are Fire and Earth. Well 
what about air and fire?

Some astrologers say that the two bodies 
arc in the same place, so there are zero degrees between them, but others 
y the hodics involved are three hundred sivty degrees apart.

E'RE going to take a lot of information and cram it into this one 
chapter, so understand this is all a cursory look at different sys- 
snd ways with working with astrological material in modern times. 

Let's begin by taking a close look at the idea of planetary hours. 


LANETARY HOURS 


There is a concept that is supposedly from astrology, but I have not Been. 
able to verify that, hat has to do with timing on a daily basis. Thisis known 
as Planetary Hours. Basically, thi is a way to break down the day based on 
planets governing particular time periods. So for example, you could have 
the hour of Mars. This means that you can more effectively time your rit- 
vals to produce different combination effects. Remember the planetary 
correspondences of the days of the week as a starting point, For those of 
you that are not familiar with this, here is the basic information, This has 
been created over the course of the last several centuries into the period of 
time we have now. Sunday is the day of the Sun. Monday is the day of the 
Moon. Tuesday corresponds to Mars, Wednesday to Mercury, Thursday 
to Jupiter, Friday to Venus, and Saturday to Saturn. The roots of this 
tem lie in a combination of Latin and Norse roots for those of you that are 
‘curious, To create planetary hours for any given day, find out how many 
minutes of daylight there are. Then divide that number by seven. Seven is 
the number of planets, remember? Therefore, you get a number of minutes. 
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E particle planet, undis repeats through iecur 
ofthe day, When yeu put this into the contexto à wing moon or Waning 
con cycle you find periods of time that are better to do magical workings 
than other times. For example, the best time to do a banishing is on a Sar 
unay o awning moon, especially that waning moon is occurring when, 
the sun isin Caprisor or Aquarius, Put Ldigre, 

This is where the correspondences of the planets come into play. Re- 
member the correspondences from earlier in the book to determine what 
rituals are best done during what planetary hours, in the context of the 
greater astrological year on any given year, Remember the energetic year 
begins on Spring Equinox, which is either mid-March in the northern hem- 
sphere, oc mid-September in the southern. For example, rituals having to 
do with communication, adaptability, fluidity, and change arc all best exe- 
‘uted when the planetary hour is Mercury, and it helps ifthe sun signis. 
Mercury asi, preferably, the moon sign, too. Basically you lol at the sign. 
the Sun is in, the Moon is in, and then the planetary hour, in “at order, to 
time anal. That is the down and diy structure, but of course feel fee 
to adjust as per your spiritual tradition. There are a few notes pa 
the contest of our work to note though, to give you some 
‘ideas to try.

is an easy way to learn planetary ours. The fist thing to do to 
cese them out is to find out how many minutes of sunlight are on any 
“n day. So, check when sunrise is in your area, then sunset. Calculate 
the minutes in between. When you discover that, divide it by twelve. This 
telis you how many minutes each planet will be in effect. At sunrise each 
day, the planetary hour is the one that corresponds to that particular day 
‘of the week, For those of you that may not know, here are the correspond- 
‘ences: Sunday-the Sun, Monday-the Moon, Tuesday-Mars, Wednesday- 
Mercury, Thursday Jupiter, Friday-Venus, and Saturday-Saturn. From 
there, the planets descend down the tree of life/the qliphoth. Here is 
quick reference, in onder from the highest placed qliphoth down to the 
lowest that have astrological planetary correspondences: StarielSatum, 
Gha-AgSheblah Jupiter, Golachab-Mars, Thagirion-the Sun, A'Anib 
arg Venus, Samael-Mercury, Gamaliel-the Moon. This means the or- 
der, from the top down, is: Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, the Sun, Venus, Mer- 
cury, and the Moon. There are more hours in the day than just seven in

n “Three Books of Occult Philosophy,” Henry Comelius Agrippa out- 
lines two more systems that can be used in conjunction with an astrological 
chart to discern what spirits are in what strength for any given moment. 
The first method is fairly complex, and the second one isn't much easier, 
but they are worth mentioning here because they can be applied to your 
‘work, and their existence goes to show that working with spirits in con- 
Junction with astrology has been around for a very long time. 

‘The first method he reveals in the third book is an interesting one. Itis 
‘more geared at charts that are set up for particular times, events, and ritu- 
als, more than anything clc, because it is a technique you can use to find 
‘ut what spirit is presen fo the event, so in this way you ae discovering 
‘the over lighting presence of that time in space. The first thing you do is 
Cast a chart for the time and location of whatever event it i that you are 
doing. From here it gets tricky. The next thing you want to do is begin
